After opening the flood gates 
at Lake Brownwood on June 27 
for the sale of 110,000 worth of 
water to rice growers In W har­ 
ton and Matagorda Counties, that 
city now stands a chance of los­ 
ing all of the remainder of the 
w rter through the failure of one 
of the gates to close according 
to the following from the Brown- 
wood Bulletin. 
W ater was still running out of 
Lake Browrjwotd Monday after­ 
noon through one of the huge 
food gate« at the dam which 
~Tais failed 
to close

last 
Tuesday. 
The 
gate 
lacked 
ap­ 
proximately 
five feet of being 
shut. The conduit is nine feet 
in dUmeter and a big stream of 
wa4tt Is pouring from the lake. 
Elevation of the water in the 
lake Monday morning was 1,401.3 
feet The elevation on June 27 
'•When the gates were opehed Id 
release the fifet Perl of 14,000- 
acre feet of water sold to the 
Gulf Coast Water Company for 
irrigation of rice fields in W har­ 
ton and Matagorda counties, the 
elevation was 1.411.8 feet. Thus, 
the water has lowered 10.5 feet 
since that time.
